VENEZUELA Making Record U.S. Sorghum Purchases. Venezuela has., issued <= 

additional import licenses for over 300,000 tons of sorghum for the 1987/88 <2 

year (Oct/Sept), in addition to the 1.1 million tons already purchased from 

the United States. After a poor 1987 crop, Venezuela has been importing 

sorghum at a record pace and is currently estimated to jmport 1.4 million tons 

jn 1987/88, al] from the United States. With Venezuela's jmport ban on corn, 

sorghum is virtually the only grain currently used jin feed rations, which are 

in growing demand from the expanding livestock sector. 
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NIGERIA Reportedly Moves To Import Grain. There have been increasing 
reports that Nigeria may soon lift its 1987 ban on imported corn, wheat flour, 
rice and beans. Prior to the ban, the United States supplied about two-thirds 
of Nigeria's usual corn imports of 250,000 tons. Although the government has 
reportedly approved imports of wheat flour from neighboring Benin, Cameroon 
and Niger, there is no mention of other suppliers or the possibility of adding 
wheat to the list of commodities. If Nigeria were to liberalize grain imports 
and include wheat, the United States would be a likely beneficiary. Unti] 
1986/87, the United States dominated Nigeria's 1.4-million-ton wheat market, 
shipping about 90 percent of total imports.

SOVIET UNION Reports Spring Seeding Progress. Seeding of smal} 
grains and pulses in the USSR this spring seems to have slowed, according to 
data published in Pravda on May 19. According to the U.S. agricultural! 
counselor in Moscow, the official report said that 39.6 million hectares of 
smal1 grains and pulses were planted as of May 16. In 1987, when spring was 
delayed somewhat, 39.4 million hectares were seeded as of May 18, indicating 
current progress--when spring is about 10-12 days earlier than normal--is a 
little less advanced than jt was several weeks ago. The Pravda report stated 
that in 1986 some 51.6 million hectares were seeded by the comparable time. 


Seeding progress for other crops this year, as of May 16, was also 
reported: sugar beets 3.2 million hectares (96 percent of plan); and 
sunflowers 3.5 million hectares (86 percent of plan).

OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


CANADIAN Oilseed Production Expected To Increase jn 1988/89. 
According to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Ottawa, Canada's total oilseed 
production is forecast to increase moderately this year despite a dry winter 
and below average rainfall this spring. Better prices for oilseeds relative 
to wheat and barley should result in sharply higher rapeseed area in the 
prairie provinces. Area planted to soybeans in Ontario and Quebec also is 
expected to increase slightly because of favorable prices, but it is unlikely 
that last year's record yields can be matched. Soybean production for all of 
Canada js expected to decline 1] percent from last year's record level. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


Despite the release of favorable March U.S. trade data, the dollar 
rose only slightly against all major currencies except the West German mark 
during the week of May 16. A mid-week surge in the dollar was quickly offset 
over concerns that a stronger U.S. economy would generate inflation.
